CURING HAMS.

A despatch from London says>— 
Despatches to the War Office show 
that Lord Methuen’s last battle waa 
a decided British victory, clearing the 
Boers from the river and railway line 
and allowing Lord Metheen to set 
his engineers at work repairing the 
bridge, which is essential to the ex- 
ecution of hie designs, as without its 
aid the providionsa eo urgently needed 
by Kimberley cannot be conveyed there 
nor can ‘the refugees be moved back to 
Cape Town. 

There is little doubt that Lord Meth~ 
une can now freély pass as many of 
his trgope as he requires across the 
river, Were Kimberley in danger of 
being compelled to yield to the Boers, 
Methune could advance with the halk 
of his force and clear the way, to the 
beleaguered garrison, with whom he 
ia supposed to be in heliographic com- 
munwation. It is therefore certain 
that Kimberley 1 safe. 

The fact of Methuen being reinforced 
from De Aar by three battalions of in« 
fantry and a cavalry corps makes it 


possible that he may, when he reaches 


Kimberley, be able to await the com- 
potion of Gen. Gatacre’s concentra- 
tiva on the frontier and the arrival of 
Sir Charles Warren's division, hia line 
of communicatiohs with the colony be- 
ing guarded by troops echeloned along 
from the Modder to the Orange river. 
When he crosses the Modder river, it 


is almost certain that he will find the 
Boera blocking his advance to Spyt- 
fontein, It would be difficult to im- 
agine a position better suited for de- 
tensive tactics than that in which 
the Boers are. The partial road which 
General Methuen must follow, passes 
through a belt of very broken country. 
Stony kopjes stretoh on each side for 
four to six miles, an extent of front 
which will render difficult any turn- 
ing movement. If the Boers, who hoki 
it,are eventually driven out, they will 
have Kimberley and ita garrison di- 
rectly in their rear and may lose their 
gune. 
THE SITUATION. 


The British losses in the South Afri- 
can campaign to date, from all causes, 
aoe put at 4,180, and of these 1,966 are 
destribed as missing. These figures 
“re a great jump from those of Wov; 
18, when the loases were officially giv- 
en as 2,778, out of which L676 were 
set down asmissing. At the same date 
the Boer authorities acknowledged to 
having 1276 military and 62 political 
prisoners on their bands, so that with 
those they ave captured since, there 
must be about 1,500 British officers 
and soldiers now at Pretoria. That 
sg leaves 400 missing not accounted 
or. 

‘Tie reported intention of the British 
Government to continue pouring 
troops into South Africa until there 
are 120,000 men in the field, only 
shows how much they underrated 
both the resources and resolution of 
the Boers. 

The Kimberley garrison is now in

DISTRESS IN JOUBERT'S CAMP.

Many, having lost their 
riflea and horses, have returned on 
foot.

BOERS LOOTING IN NATAL. 

A despatch from Frere Camp, Natal, 
says:~The reconnaissance made on 
Thursday by General Hildyard and 
Lord Dundonald’s command, tne fact 
of which has already been cabled, gave 
an excellent oppertunity for studying 
the country. On approaching Colenso 
the British found on-every side scenes 
of devastation that teatified te the 
tohrougbness of Boers’ looting. The 
Wibli farm and others had been 
sacked from end to end. In some cases 
the contents of every room of the 
farm-house had been destroyed. The 
Boers had evidently burned ‘what they 
could not carry off; (The poverty of the 
Boer commissariat was testified to by 
the corn huske that were to be seen 
about the deserted camp fires of the 
enemy. 

The wreck of the armored train 
still visible, showed that a Boer shell 
had broken an axle, which had ob- 
viously caused the accident to one car 
that lay on its side, The other car 
was upright, but both were completely 
riddled by the enemy's artillery fire. 

Two graves near-by bore the in- 
seription, “To fallen soldiers.” 

The main Boer force is now appar- 
ently not far from Chieveley station. 
MASSED NEAR COLENSO, 

The Natal Mercury publishes the fol. 
lowing despatch from its correspond.

“The Boers have reconcentrated at 
their old positions near Colense, back 
of Grobler's kloof, and everything 
points toa determined attempt to pre 
vent the British crossing the Tugela 
river.

They should start 
to brown in 15 minutes; then bake 
slower; do not cover them when you 


take them out of the pans; let the) 
air circulate eround them, and you) 


will have a nice soft crust and 
eweet bread. 


To Cook Eggs.—The best way to 
cook an egg is to put it into cold wa- 


ter and stand on a hot stove. Just be-| 
fore the water boils the egg is “soft | 


boiled,” and the white and yolk will 
be found to be evenly cooked. 

Imperial Pound Cake—Beat to & 
cream a seant pound of butter and 
two pounds of granulated sugar. Add 
the yolks of ten eggs and 4 pound of 
sifted flour and fimally the whites of 
the ten eggs beaten to atiff froth ; 
and folded in. Blanch and shred into 
thin strips a pound of Jordan al- 
monds, weighed in the shells, seed a 
pound of raisins and slice im fine 
strips half a pound of citron. Put a 
layer of the cake in the bettom of a 
well-buttered cake pan, then «layer 
of the fruit. Use granulated sugar 
as it helps the creaming process an 
thus makes a lighter cake. Dust the 
raisins with a little flour to prevent 
them from sticking together. Bake 
this cake slowly until thoroughly done 
and ice it heavily. This is the rule for 
the old-fashioned pound cake that our 
great grandmothers made before the 
days of baking powder. 

Roast Goose.—ihe goose should not 
be more than eight months old, and 
the fatter the more tender and juicy 
the meat. Stuff with the following 
mixture: Three pints of bread orumba, 
aix ounces of butter, or part butter 


‘and part salt pork, one teaspoonful 


of sage, black pepper and salt, one 
chopped onion. Do not stuff very full, 


and stitch openings firmly together 
to keep flavor im and fat out. Place 
in a baking pan with a little water, 
and baste frequently with salt and 
water, some add vinegar, turn over 
so that the sides and back may be nice- 
ly browned. Bake two hours or more, 


‘when done take from the pan, pour 


off the fat, and to the brown gravy 
left add the copped giblets which have 
been previously stewed until tender, 
together with the water they were 
boiled in: thicken with a little flour 
and butter rubbed together, bringing 
to a boil and serve.

In another way Par- 
liament exercises control of the army, 
passing at the commencement of ev- 
ery seasion an act entitled the army 
annua! bill, investing the crown with 
large powers to make regulations for 
the good goveriment of the army and 
to frame the articles of war, which 
constitute the military code. 

An order of council, dated November 
21, 1895, reorganized the military ad- 
ministration and defined the duties of 
the. principal officerea. Under the 


, system in vogue before them, all the 
| departments of military service were 


controlled by the commander-in-chief 
of the army as the supreme head, with 
the Adjutant General as his chief of 
atalf; while the civil departments were 


| directly under the financial secretary. 


Now the Secretary of State for War, 
under the new system is in control 
of all brai of army service, and 
the heads of departments are respon- 
sible to him. An army board, consiat- 
ing of the) commander-in—chiet as 
president, dad the Adjutant General, 
Quartermaster General, inspectors 
wemera! of fortifications and ordnance 
and theaccountant general, as the 
represtatative ef the financial seore- 
tary, as members, reports om premo- 
tuons and appointments of officers of 
superior rank and on all proposals for 
estimates. These duties are the chief 
functions of the board. 


THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


of the army exercises general com- 
mand, is the principal adviser of the 
Secretary of State and ia charged with 
the plans of mobilization and for de- 
fensive and offensive operations. As- 
sociated with the commander-in-chief 
ia bis department.are the military sec- 
retary, director of military imatruc- 
tion and the officer in charge of the 
mobilization service. The Adjutant 
General has to da with (the discipline, 
education, tra:mimg, ciothing and re- 
cruiting of the forces; the Quarter- 
master General provides the supplies 
and equipment for the army, and the 
inspectors gemeral of fortifications and 
ordnance are charged with the con- 
trol and maintenance, reapectively, of 
these departments. These are the 
principal depasctments of the British 
army, One feature of snterest pro- 
vided for im the present system of de- 
fense ia the cabinet of officers to which 
in the time of war, is referred the 
work of co-ordinating the duties of the 
naval and military departments. 
These officers compose the headquar- 
ters staff of the British army 
Marshal Rt.

A despatch from Oshawa says :-~The 
destruction by fire of the McLaughlin 
Carriage Company's works, together 
with a great deal of the sconténts, 
which took place on Thursday morn- 
ing, Marks the second disastrous fire 
here during the past few months. By 
the burning of the Robson . tannery 
thirty men were thrown out of em- 
ployment, but not since the great 
fire of 1889, when the Ontario Mal- 
leable Iron Company's works were laid 
in ruins, has such a dire calamity over- 
taken Oshawa as the fire of Thursday 
morning. Now four hundred ;men 
who have been employed there are 
walking the streets. The fire started 
in the drying kiln at 8.06 a.m. and 
rapidly worked its way into the wood- 
shop, favoured by a strong westerly 
wind, until by 5 o'clock the building 
Was amass of flames and a great por- 
tion of the made-up goods were re- 
moved to safety, together with large 
Quantities of leather and other small 
goods in course of construction. 

The fire burned fiercely when once 
into the inflammable material used in 
the paint shop. The blaze could be 
seen for ten miles and the town was 
illuminated as bright as day. The bui!d- 
ing is a total wreck, but large quan: 
tities of lumber were saved, owing to 
favourable winds. During the progress 
of the fire several of the houses near 
were ignited, but no damage done. 

The loss to Messrs. McLaughlin will 
be in’ the neighborhood of $140,000. 
There was about $130,000 in stock on 
hand, and a percentage of this was 
The insurance amounts to be- 
tween $70,000 and $80,000. 

‘The factory was built about fifty 
years agoand was known asthe Gibbs 
chair factory. Since that time the 
present owners have built large ad- 
ditions. 

The firm was very busy, and on ac- 
count of the uncertainty in the market 
very large quantities of raw material 
were on hand, especially in leathers. 

Even the temporary suspension of 
this most important industry will 
seriously interrupt trade in town. At 
present nothing can be said as to the 
company’s intentions.

Toe principal islands in this lake are 
Janicho, Tecuens, Yuajeanti and Pacanda. 
There are twenty-two little villages on 
these inlands and scattered along the 
shores of the lake, the largeat belog Hucl- 
eorlo, Janicho, Jaruaro, Teentzencuara, 
Nooutzepi and Taintzugtzan. 


The last named is famous for having at 
one time been the ecclesiastical state 


oldest, the cathedral tn Mexico City 
seoond, and this the third. 

Here ie the famoun painting by Titian, 
representing the descent from the crosa, 
end it was this which the writer took the 
four hours’ canoe voyage across Pat zcuara 
to see, and felt amply repaid for the time 
expended. 

The glory has long since departed from 
the place iteelf. The old church of Ei 
Tereer Orden fs almost a ruin, even the 
olive trees that shade the ancient cemetery 
being coaried and twisted in their battle 
agalinat time; bat these ruins, on the 
farther shore of this remote lake, now 
almost inaccessible, shelter a gem of art 
held in euch veneration that sixty thou- 
eand Mexican dollars have beea refused 
for ite posseanion. 

The painting is ten by five and one half 
feet, the main figures being life sixe. 

Is the foreground is Christ supported by 
means of a sheet, Nicodemus holding the 
head and Joseph of Arimathma the feet; 
behind fe St. John the Baptist and Mary, 
the mother of Jesus, with Mary of Salome ; 
to the right are two figures supposed to be 
Philip of Spain, who presented the picture 
t this church, and Titian himself. At 
the lower left-hand side is Mary Magda- 
lene kneeling by the crown of thorns, with 
the three apikes on a handkerchief at her 
side, while at the upper left-hand side is 
Mount Calvary with the three orcases, 
two bare, the third still holding ita victim. 
The coloring of this ancient painting 
appears almost new, while the expression 
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of the matin figures is perfect. 

E-pecially noticeable lx the divine face 
of the Madre de Dics looking with re- 
signed sorrow on the body of her son, and 
the kneeling pose of Mary Magdalene oon- 
templating the crue! crown. 

In thie church the firet mass wae said, 
five years after the conquest, by Arch- 
bishop Don Vasco de Quirgo. Tariacurt, 
king of ihe Tarascans, about twenty-five 
years before Cortes came, lived at this 
village of Tzintrantsan; aleo Caleuntzin, 
their last king, who dieappeared im the 
mountaina when the Spaniarda overran 
the country, and for whom many of the 
natives are still looking to reappear and 
aseert bia [Grmer rights and power. 

There Tarasoans were fine fightieg men, 
and like the Yakies and some other tribes 
in the western and south-eastern interior, 
hardly yet acknowledge the present uni- 
voreal eo " 

Their religion is neminally Roman 
Oatholic, of course, each village having 
tte own little church: but they still cling 
te many of their old superstitions, The 
idole were hidden tn the mountains before 
they could be destroyed; the secret of 
thelr whereabouts has been religiously 
kept from generation to generation, and 
even now an occasional pilgrimage ts 
made, some of the idole and emblems 
reserrected and stealthily carried back to 
the villages. 

The trip back from Teintzuntzan across 
this pleturesque lake, In the evening, is 
ry particularly enjoyable one. From the 
Genter one can count eighteen lolty peake 
surrounding it, ‘ 

The great world’s altar stairs, 

That lope through darkness up to God, 
and our cance men reach land just as the 
glorious tropleal sun is disappearing be- 
hind their mysterious summi's.

by foreign statesmen to her majesty 
possess, thanks to her absolute and 
supreme control of England's toreign 
policy far more importance than one 
might be disposed to accord to them 
at first sight. For the stay at Wind- 
sor of nearly every continental mon- 
arch hap been followed by political con- 
sequences. The course of history, ine 
deed, may be said to have been largely 
influenced by these visits which the 
queen receives from her brother and 
sister sovereigns. And it is this that 
renders her book of autographs so ex- 
ceptionally interesting. 
MILESTONES OF HISTORY. 


The autographs may be regarded as 
bearing a certain analogy to mile- 
stones, since they mark so many aif- 
ferent epochs. What more remark- 
able, for instance, than the changes 
which have fallen to the share of the 
reigning house of Prussia during the 
near sixty years intervening between 
the visit of King Frederick William 
IV. to attend the baptism of the prince 
of Wales, and the stay of Emperor 
William at Windsor? At the time 
when this king was a guest of Queen 
Victoria, Prussia was in every sense 
of the word a second rite power. Fred- 
eriok William, in fact, was almost ab- 
ject in his subserviency to the Ger- 
man emperor at Vienna, and to his 
brother-in-law, Czar Nicholas I. As 


far as the Imperial house of Hapsburg | 


was concerned, he seemed to be un- 
able to forget that his ancestors had 
until within a littl more than a bun- 
dred years held the position of cup- 
bearer to the Emperors at Vienna, and 
been compelled to stand at state ban- 
quets behind the imperial chair, doling 
duty, if not as a menial, at any rate 
as a mere vassal. !As for his- attitude 
toward Russia he permitted himself 
to be bullied and browbeaten to such 
an extent by the ozar that he did not 
venture to take any step, even in his 
own dominions, without the sanction 
of his imperious brother-in-law, ‘So 
great was the contempt in which Prus- 
sia waa held at the time of the con- 
gress of great powers held in Paris at 
the conclusion of the Crimean war, 
| King Frederick William's plenipoten- 
tlaries were not admitted to the meet- 
jing, on the ground that Prussia was 
jnot a power of sufficient importance 
ito warrant her receiving any such 
| privilege. 
| King Frederick William was atthe 
outset of his reign when he visited 
Queen Victoria at Windsor in 1842. 
| Six years later he was a prisoner in 
ithe hands of the people of his capital 
and forced to pay homage to the dead 
bodies of the men, women and chil- 
dren who had been shot down by his 
troops. And during that time his 
brother, William, who eventually sac- 
ceeded him on the throne, waa obliged 
to flee for his life, to England, where 
he in his turn, enjoyed for a time the 
hospitality of Queen Victoria and 
wrote his name in her autograph book. 
The closing years of the reign of King 
Frederick William IV. were darkened 
by insanity of the most violent des- 
cription. William became first King 
of Prussia, and then. after 1870, Ger- 
man emperor, appropriating at Ver- 
gdilles a dignity which. had been for 
centuries the most highly-prized pos 
session of the house of Hapsburg.

of Persia, who was shot down only & 
few years ago by a religious fanatic. 
Then there was the late Sultan, Abdul 
Aziz, who etayed at the castle in 1867, 
who who was done to death nine years 
later in his palace at Constantinople 
with a pair of long, sharp, concave- 
bladed Oriental scissors. Czar Alexan- 
der UL. had the entire lower portion 
of his body blown to pieces by Nihiliat 
bombs in 1881, while Empress Elizabeth 
of Austria was stabbed to the heart 
at Geneva, but a little more than a 
year ago.

FAMOUS DISHES OF LONDON INNS.

Pies, Tripe Suppers. Greee Tariie 
seup and @yster Patties. 

It is not many years since practi- 
cally every London tavern, with any 
pretensions at all, had its own special 
dish, upon whose excellence it prided 
itself, and to partake of which peo- 
ple often traveled considerable dis- 
tances. Kel pies, for instance, were 
once the great feature of the duelists’ 
breakfasts served at the old Sluice 
house, hear Finsbury Park, the neces- 
sary quantity of fish being regularly 
dredged up from/the stream that used 
to rur under the windows. The pies 
can still be had/ but the eels are now 
obtained from a fishmonger, who 
carries on business in an adjoining 
thoroughfare. 

Dating back to about the same period 
are the oyster patties, for which 
Rule's, in Maiden Lane, is still famous 
while not far away, in the Strand, |

Simpeon's noted for its fish dinners. | 


These latter were quite an instita- 


tion in days gone by, and even now 
there are to be found certain old-fash- 
ioned bon vivanta who awear by them. 
The guests pay a certain fixed sum 
and eats as much fish of as many dif- 
ferent varieties as he may care for, 

The Daniel Lambert has been cele- 
brated for tripe suppers from time 
immemorial, and up till quite recently 
brown stout in tankards used to be 
he only correct accompanying beve- 
rage. 

The Ship and Turtle, in Leadenhall 
atreet, ia noted for three things—its 
turtie soup, ites toubot and its Ma- 
deira. The first named is prepared 
after a recipe which has been in the 
possession of the host of the bouse 
for over a century. The only por- 
tions of the fish used, it appears, are 
the calipee, the calipash and the fins. 
These are stewed together for some 
time in a specially prepared stock, and 
the result is a uliar gelatinous 
green liquor,. which tastes of nothing 
in particular. 

To thie foundation are added, bow- 
ever, at different times and in varying 
proportions, alls pice, marjoram, 
thyme, whole pepper, sall, green bas 1, 
rue, flour, butter, parsley, a few 
smail shallots, half a bottle of Ma- 
deira, the juice of a large lemon and 
a stick of mace, with the result that 
a basin of the finished preparation ie 
ae to be gupremely thankful 
or. 

Botk the Cock and the Rainbow pride 
themselves om their shops. It shonld 
be born in mind, however, that the 
former hostelry ie by no means identi- 
cal with the tavern immortalized 6b 
Tennyson in his “Will Waterproof.”

A despatch from Modder River says 
While the British Hiter-bearers, un- 
det Chaplain Roberteom, were bary- 
img their dead at Magersfoniein some 
of the Boers were inclined to be corm 
municative.
